A quarrel between a United States

‘after Moriarty’s death. 

At that time neither he nor the police 
knew of the fatal termination of the 
quarrel, and Ohler told somewhat face- 
tiously of the events that led to it. 

The fight took place in a room pack 
of Moriarty’s shop Sept. 22. Moriarty 
was badly beaten. He was taken to 
his home and Sunday night his condi- 
ton became so serious that he was re- 
moved to the infirmary. The police had 
been looking for Ohler since the day 
of the quarrel. 

Miss Heleh Martin, 
the confectionery, is the woman over 
whom the quarrel started. From Oh- 
ler’s -story, it appears she good-natur- 
edly twitted Moriarty about Ohler’s will- 
ingness to devate himself to her service. 

"Why, he has even told me he would 
be giad to drink wine from my slipper,” 
Ohler quoted Miss Martin as saying. 

The Sergeant said that Ohler spoke sar- 
castically of that kind of devotion and 
told her that anybody who would do 
such a thing must be a mollycoddle. 
Miss Martin repeated the remark to 
Ohler and Ohler demanded an apology.

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ROOSEVELT TO BE IN WILDS 


OF SOUTH AMERICA 3 MONTHS 


Former President Will Plunge Into the Jungles| 


tor Big Game After He Lectures 
at Capitals

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—For more than 
three months, from about the middle 
of December to the end of March, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will be buried in the 
wilds of South America. Arrangements 
for this end of the Colanel’s South 
American trip were described today, but 
the announcement did not tell much 
about times and places, because’ the 
Colonel himself is not sure just where 
he will go or when he will emerge into 
civilized country. 

Col. R6osevelt will sail from New 
York Oct.’ 4, and will spend about two 
months visitirig various cities in Bra- 
zil, Argentina, Chile and Paraguay. 

In these countries he will be the 
Government's guest and will deliver sev- 
eral formal addresses. Late in December 
a little river steamer will leave him and 


his party of naturalists at Coyaba, Bra-. 


zil, the head of navigation on the Par- 
aguay River, and at that point the 
hardships of the journey will begin. 


® Companions in Expedition. 

The Colonel's companions from this 
polift will be Anthony Fiala of New 
York, the Arctic explorer;' George K. 
Cherrie of Indiuyna, and Lee E. Miller of 
New Fane, Vt., naturalists connected 


1 atth the American Museum of Natura 
History, under whose auspices the expe- 
dition will be undertaken. 

Fiala will look after the equipment of 
the expedition. Cherrie will have charge 
of the collection and preparation of bird 
specimens and Miller will .superintend 
the collection of mammals. The ex- 
president will be the party's chief hunts- 
man. 

These four, with native Indian bear- 
ers, canoe men and.servants, will em- 
bark at Cuyaba in light-draft motor 
toats and canoes. although later it is 
expected that canoes alone will have to 
serve. 

Information F'rom Priest. 

It was said that when Col. Roosevelt 
received invitations to lecture In Brazil, 
Argentina and Chile, his first idea was 
to decline, but that the opportunity to 
hunt and collect scientific specimens 
was too attractive for him to resist. 

This opportunity was brought to his 
nttention by the Rev. John A. Zahm of 
Washington, provincial of the Order of 
the Holy Cross, a missionary and scien- 
tist, who had explored much of the wild 
country that Roosevelt will enter. Fa- 
ther Zahm has been consulted about the 
itinerary and the equipment of the 
Roosevelt expedition.

Mrs. Allison Fexroat was mur- 
dered at Wayne, a suburb, last Fri- 
cay night. She was shot in the head, 
her body placed on the _ railroad 
tracks and jewelry and money of the 
value of about $400 taken from it. 

She was lured to the spot by a man, 
descriptions of whom vary from tall 
and slender to short and stocky. Her 
landlady, Mrs. Victor I. Johnston, said 
that when: Mrs. Allison left Friday 
she was on her way to Wheaton, by ar- 
rangement over the telephone with one 
“Spencer,”’ known from the manner of 
his speech as the “man with the drawl.” 
When she left Mrs. Johnston's home 
she carried a rattan suitcase, containing 
among other things, a pink ball gown 
and pink slippers. The suitcase has not 
been found, nor has the pistol with 
which the murder was committed,

Rexroat,. staring at him, su4- 
denly exclaimed: “‘My God in heaver, 
he doesn’t think I did it, does he?’’ 

Rexroat’s Alibi Sustained, 

Rexroat, member of a prominent 
family, declared he had not keen 
away from Macomb Friday, and was 
supperted by relatives and neighbors.

CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—District Attorney 
Wilkerson today took a hand in the 1if- 
vestigation of the alleged fraudulent 
operations of Miss Mabel Sturtevant, 
head of the Associated College Women 
Workers, who is under arrest charged 


supplied immediately with a list of girls 
who say they were swindled by Miss 
Sturtevant, a Missouri University grad- 
uate, who won the Braun scholarship, 
entitling her to a tour of the world, in 


competition with the werld. 

Assistant District Attorneys Carfield

While Miss Sturte- 
vant’s hearing was set by United States 
Commissioner Mason for Oct. 6, it is 
possible, it was said, to.present the case 
direct tq the grand jury. A new Federal 
inquisatorial body is scheduled to be 
sworn in tomorrow. 

A number of college girls who charge 
they were swindled laid their complaints 
before Inspector Clarahan, Among them 
were Miss Abigail Shipley of Oak Park, 
Miss Gertrude Schellhorn-of Des Moines, 
Io., and Miss Elenor Schmalzried of 
Maywood. They told Clarahan they 
worked for Miss Sturtevant the entire 
summer of 1912 and were forced to set- 
tle with her for a few dollars. 

Girls Tell of Their Earnings. 

They gave the postal authorities 
the following list of girls, the al- 
leged amount of their earnings, and 
what they are alleged to have set- 
tled for: : 

Florence Schreuder of Kalamazoo; 
Mich., now living at the Y. W. C. A., 
was promised sufficient funds to take 
a course at the Emerson School of 
Oratory at Boston. 

Eleanor :Schmalzried of Maywood 
had earned $400 and planned to enter 
the University of Chicago. Settled 
for $100. Had to abandon her plan 
to go to college.

Had to abandon her plan of entering 
the Pratt Art Institute, New York. . 
Now a teacher in Chicago. 

Bertha Milward, 1935 East Sixty- 
fifth place.

Abigail Shipley of Oak Park’ earned 
$400 and got Miss Sturtevant to’ pay’ her 
the full amount.

Miss Shipley was a studént at the’ Uni- 
versity of Chicago and gave the chécks 
as payment for tuitition. The checks 
were returned marked “ingufficieni 
funds.”

Gertrude Burke, 729 West Forty-eighth 
street, earned $400 and settled for $180. 
She was a student at the University of 
Illinois and was compelled to accept 
aid from the Gordon Strong estate in 
order to continue her studies.

“We compared the signatures on the 
checks with those of Miss Sturtevant 
and they appeared to be alike,” said 
Inspector Clarahan.

W. or any other existing American or- 
ganization. He believes in both the 
American Federation of Wabor and the 
I..W. W., he says, and he is working 
not for any organiaztion, but for what 
he terms ‘“‘industrial solidarity.”

With industrial solidarity achieved, he 
said, the working class could afford to 
neglect the actions of legislatures and 
executive officers, and to let capital 
dominate lawmaking bodies, if it wished 
to.. For, he argued, what could capital 
or government do against the working 
class, once ‘that class were thoroughly 
organized? 

“If we give proper attention to indus- 
trial action,” he said, “‘the working class 
will become all powerful, and even 
armies and navies will be powerless. For 
what can the navy, with all its super- 
dreadnaughts, do without coal, and what 
can the army do without food and am- 
munition? 

A Defender of Sabotage. 
‘Industrial solidarity, once it is 
achieved, will transfer industrial power 
from the capitalist class to the working 
class. The workingmen must do this 
for themselves. 
cone, why, we might as well admit we're 
in hell forever.” 

Mann defends and advocates sabotage 
as @ means of industrial warfare. ‘In 
war,” he said, “‘the object is to knock 
hell out of the enemy, by whatever 
means it can be done.” He classed the 
locked-ent St. Louis waiters’ action, in 
telling the public of the practice of serv- 
ing “come-backs” in new forms as very 
effective sabotage. — 

Mann cited the action of the English 
transport workers, in tying up English 
shipping two years ago, as an instance 
of the power of solidarity. 

Candid and Sometimes Bellicose.,’ 


with grayish pointed mustache His 
speech is British, without trace of cock- 
neyism. He was at one time a stu- 
dent for the priesthood of the Church 
of England. His air is one of candor 
and friendliness, but when criticisms 
of his policies are mentioned, his wonts 
become bellicose. 

The chief reproach against the “dtrect 
action”’ program, he was told, is that it 
is destructive, and that it teaches the 
shirking and avoidance of work. 

“Let them say whatever they want 
to!” he exclaimed. “We don’t cara. We 
are going ahead and fight our own bat- 
tles in our own way. If. the press or 
the pulpit says bad things about ua it 
is all the same to us as if they praised 
us.’

"THE GUILTY MAN 
WILL BE STAGED IN 
MORALS CAMPAIGN 


Object of Sociologists, Having 
Backing of Oil King’s Son, 
Is to Get New Laws. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—In an effort 
to obtain in this State the passage of 
laws calculated to effect a revolution 
in present standards of morality, the 
sociological fund of the Medical Re- 
view of Reviews will present a play at 
the Lyric Theater, Nov. 14, that, in the 
directness with which it will attempt 
to’ point a@ moral, will make ‘“‘The Lure’ 
and “The Fight’ look like a couple of 
chapters read at random from the Rollo 
Books. The title of the play is ‘The 
Guilty Man.” Among the sponsors and 
backers of the sociological tund are 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., Willam K. 
Vanderbilt, the Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont and 

Norman Hapgood. 

“The Guilty Man” is a dramatization 
of the novel of the same name by 
Francois Coppee. The State iegislators, 
fresh from the Sulzer trial, will be in- 
vited in a body to attend. 

The laws which the Sociological work- 
ers hope to put through at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and which they 
expect to be hastened by the produc- 
tion of ‘“‘The Guilty Man,”’ are likely to 
startle many good people. | 

Some of the Laws Proposed. 

The first would do away with what 
the fund members term the ‘‘unneces- 
sary evil’’ of illegitimate children by 
making every child born out of wedlock 
legitimate by law and entitled to bear 
its father’s name. 

The second law proposes to permit 
physicians to prevent the coming into 
the world of unwelcome children. 

“The Sociological Fund Committee 
wishes to disclaim any salacious treat- 
ment of the subjects dealt with,’’ said 
President Robinson, “and, in order to 
restrict the performance to those who 
are sincerely interested in the work, we 
are hopeful that “the guilty man” will 
arouse a public sentiment that must ul- 
timately result in new and more humane 
legislation. 

Subject First Time on Stage. 

‘‘For the first time in dramatic history 
the perplexing problem of the limitation 
of offspring, now engaging the atteri- 
tion of all thoughtful eugenists and so- 
ciologists the world over, is dealt with 
on the stage in the play we are to pro- 
duce... The right of the child to be well 
bern, a right which even in this day 
does not seem to be taken into consid- 
eration by the parents, and the right 
of the mother to choose whether and 
when she shall give birth to her child, 
are problems the solution of which wil! 
be a great step toward the betterment 
of social and economic conditions 
throughout the world, a step which will 
mean the elimination of much poverty 
and crime and disease. 

“The shocking practices of which we 
so often hear are scarcely surprising 
when we consider the ignominy attach- 
ing to the state of unmarried mother- 
heod. Often it is mother love alone—a 
knowledge that she has nothing to of- 
fer to her coming child—that makes a 
weman unwilling to start her offspring 
in life with the great handicap now im- 
posed by society.”’

THE EXTENSION OF 
AIRKWOOD IS VOID 


Incorporation of North Glen- 
dale and Districts North of 
Kirkwood Nullified. 


The recent extension of the limits of 
Kirkwood at a special election in May 
was declared invalid Monday in one of 
five decisions handed down by Judge 
McElhinney of the Clayton Circuit 
Court bearing on the controversy, 
which for more than a year has caused 
dissensions and factional] strife among 


residents of Kirkwood, Glendale and 
North Glendale, because of alleged in- 
adequate school facilities. 7 

The incorporation of Glendale was 
declared legal in one of the decisions, 
and Glendale now exists legally as a 
town of 900 residents—a healthy rival 
to its neighbor, Kirkwood. 

North Glendale was declared illegally 
incorporated by Judge McElhinney on 
the ground that the proposed limits of 
the new town was improperly described 
in the petition for incorporation. 

The proposed North Glendale and 
North Kirkwood school districts were 
declared illegally formed in two of the 
decisions. 

‘The result of the controversy, in the 
light of Judge McElhinney’s rulings, is 
that the Kirkwood school district stands 
as it did before the strife began; Glen- 
dale is a town authorized to conduct its 
own municipal affairs, but still 1s in the 
Kirkwood school district and its school 
matters are the same as before the quar- 
rel started, and North Glendale and the 
districts north of Kirkwood have no mu- 
nicipal government and are still under 
the wing of Kirkwood itn school mat- 
get The two last sections have gained 
Othing, and apparently have lost noth- 
ing. 

Residents of Glendale, encouraged 
their success in having their incorpor- 
ation sustained, announced after the 
decisions that if the officials of the 
Kirkwood school district will agree ‘o 
built an adequate school in Glendale. 
the fight will be discontinued. Unless 
such a promise is made, they say, the 
controversy will be prolonged. 

The controversy began about a year 
ago, when the tawn of Glendale was in- 
corporated, taking in a section between 
Kirkwood and Webster Groves, and a 
movement was started to withdraw from 
the Kirkwood school district. The Glen- 
dale residents asserted -that the Kirk- 
wood district failed to provide a school 
for Glendale children and that they 
were forced to go two miles to school. 

Kirkweed Called Election. 

Kirkwood, to outwit the rival town, 
called a special election for May &, 1913, 
vote on the question of extending Kirk- 
wood to make it coextensive with the 
school limits, annexing Glendale and 
adjoining settlements. 

Before the election was held North 
Glendale, comprising about 250. resl- 
dents, was incorporated in the County 
Court to prevent annexation by Kirk- 
wood, and asked to be allowed to with:- 
draw from the Kirkwood school dis- 
trict. 

The residents of Glendale and North 
Glendale then organized what they 
called the North Glendale school dis- 
trict and announced their withdrawal 
from the jurisdiction of Kirkwood. The 
residents north of Kirkwood then 
formed the North Kirkwood school dis- 
trict.

Cleveland, 
its rival for first place among Ohio cities, passed 
it under the whip and spur riding of the late 
Mayor Tom Johnson and is now declaring it will 
pass’ St. Louis and become the nation’s fourth 
city in the censys of -1920. St. Louis admits noth- 
ing of the sort. 

Two years ago, sharing the. spirit of progress 
which has taken hold of all large American cities 
in recent, time, Cineinnati elected a socially con- 
structive administration headed by Mayor Hunt, 
who had made an excellent record as a vigorous 
and incorruptible public prosecutor. 

Upon its record of achievements, the Hunt ad- 
ministration is now asking for two years more in 
which to advance its program of social better- 
ments, in order that the blight of political cor- 
ruption and incompetency may be lifted off Cin- 
cinnati permanently.

Honest and efficient management of a city’s 
public business benefits every city dweller. Dis- 
honest and inefficient management injures every 
citizen, exceptinik only those who get a dishonest 


‘profit from its mismanagement—and they pay too 


high a price for their gain, in loss of character. 

Cincinnati, so long misruled, seems to be com- 
ing back with a rush. The adoption of so many 
of the approved features of honest, intelligent city 
government in the short space of two years is 
amazing. If the Queen City keeps up this lick, 
Cleveland will have to look to her laurels; because 
the rapidly approaching breakdown of America’s! 
rail transportation system, due to its inability to 
procure new billions of dollars needed to enable 
it to haul the people’s goods, is going to enforce 
a return to the river highways. When Cincinnati 
can guarfntee the industrial world that factories 
located there will not be subjected to the heavy 
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way that a girl can be protected 
ther in East St. Louis?

Medical Failures Cause No Comment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The dispatch published in your night edition of 
the 8th inst., stating that the Judge of the Central 
Criminal Court of London, England, held that a 
father is guilty of manslaughter following the 
death of his child if he relies solely on the ser- 
vices of a Christian Science practitioner in a se- 
ricus illness, and that he denounced the defendant 
in the case before him, is quite at variance with 
the following cablegram from the London office 
of this committee: 

What took place was this: Judge began by 
saying Christian Science was not on trial, and 
was neither to be used as accusation nor as 
defense. Only question before Court was 
whether breach has been committed of Chil- 
dren’s Act. Before close of prosecution’s evi- 
dence and whilst one of their witnesses was 
still in the box he stopped came and directed 
jury to find defendant not guilty. He did not 
call a single witness for the defense or even 
ask our counsel to outline defense. He added 
that if there flad been a breach of the Act he 
would have punished the defendant whether he 
was a Christian Scientist or not. 

If a single case of this kind, charging as it does 
failure of Christian Science to heal and thereby 
holding it up to public condemnation, is consid- 
ered of insufficient importance to warrant report- 
ing from England, what is to be said of the hun- 
dreds and perhaps thousands of deaths occurring 
each day which are undoubtedly medical failures 
and which cause no comment? Christian Scientists 
do not adhere to their religious belief and depend 
in their hour of need upon their understanding 
of God and man’s relationship to Him through any 
sense of fanaticism, but because they have as a 
rule tried both medicine and Christian Science, 
and their intelligent judgment based upon ex- 
perience prompts them to rely upon the latter for 
the healing of disease as well as of sin.

The 
scientist, as well as the layman, looksd 
upon the heart with an almost super- 
stitious awe. Any injury necessarily im- 
plied death; any interference with such 
an injury could: only hasten the end. 
Yet many shrewd observers in the 
course of the ages had noted that all 
heart wounds did not result in instan- 
taneous death. 

It was not, says the World's Work, 
unt) 10 or 15 years ago that surgeo.is 
began to act upon this knowledge. in 
exceptional cases death did not result
